FIRST DAY. 

Burlington, Iowa, Sept. 4th, 1889. 

The Forty-sixth session of the Iowa Annual Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church convened in the First M. E. Church, Burlington, 
Iowa, Sept. 4th, 1889, at 9 a. m., with Bishop H. W. Warren, D. D., in the 
chair. 

The session was opened with brief remarks by the Bishop, after which the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was administered.

Aid and Southern Educational Society, and $i,2ji for the Episcopal sup- 
port, and were referred to the Presiding Elders for apportionment among 
the charges. 

The accounts of the New York Book Concern w’ere referred to the com- 
mittee, W. E. Patterson. 

H. C. Millice was appointed to collect accounts of the Gospel in All 
Lands, and procure subscribers for the same. « 

The Conference accepted an invitation from the Trustees of the Iowa 
Wesleyan Universit y to attend the laying of the Cormer Stone of the new 
college building on next Saturday afternoon. 

A proposition from the C., B. & Q. R.. R. Co. was accepted to run a « 
special train, on condition of 200 tickets being sold, and T. J. Myers, C. H. 
Stocking, \V. N. Hall and W. F. Mair were appointed a committee to ar- 
range for the same. ' . 

J. C. W. Coxe was added to the committee on Epworth League. 

J. B. Hardy was appointed to open the morning session with devotional 
exercises. 

Several announcements were made, the Doxology was sung, and the 
Conference was dismissed w’ith the Benediction by the Bishop. 
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SECOND DAY.

The Conference met at the appointed hour. The devotional services were 
conducted by J. B. Hardy, Bishop Warren in the chair.

C. L. Stafford was appointed publishing agent and was instructed to print 
2,000 copies of the Conference Minutes and distribute them according to 
last year’s plan. 

The subject of reporting in the minutes the monies and notes received 
tor the Iowa Wesleyan University was brought up, and the following com- 
mittee was appointed to compare the reports of the Treasurer and Secretary, 
and arrange the report for publication in the minutes, and the same com- 
mittee was instructed to arrange last year’s collections for the University for 
publication in this year’s minutes: W'.

THIRD DAY. 

Burlington, Iowa, September 6, 1889. 

The Conference convened at the regular hour, and was opened with devo- 
tional exercises, under the lead of \V. G. Wilson, Bishop Warren in the 
chair. 

The minutes of yesterda}^’s session were read and approved. 

A memorial from the quarterly conference of the First Methodist church 
in Burlington regarding an organized 'movement for better laws for the pro- 
tection of the Sabbath was referred to the committee on Sabbath Observ- 
ance 

The following persons were appointed a committee to receive applica- • 
tions from persons who desire to address the Conference: J T. McFarland, 
\V. H. H. Pillsbury, K. C. Brooks. 

The Conference Treasurer reported that the financial reports were all in. 

The Statistical Secretary’ reported all the statistical reports in except 
Brookville. 

The Conference Stewards were instructed to consider the cases of Cyrus 
Morey, John Burgess, S. Hestwood, and Sisters Harris, Bamford, Friend. 
Kirkpatrick, and all other claimants on whose claims the committees have 
failed to make a report. 

The committee on the excursion to Mt. Pleasant were instructed to 
arrange for the train to start at i :3o p. m. 

Certain papers from the Board of Education were passed to the commit- 
tee on Education. 

The following resolution, offered by D. Murphy, was unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote: 

Whereas, This Conference has learned of the sad bereavement which 
has so suddenly come to the home of our beloved brother and sister Wilson 
in the taking away by death of their son, Drummond White Wilson, there- 
fore 

Resolved, That we express by a rising vote our sympathy with them in 
their great sorrow, and assure them that we shall earnestly pray that the 
sustaining grace of God shall be afforded them. 

Dr. S. L. Bowman, of the DePaw university, was introduced to the Con- 
ference. 

The Rev. G. K. Hoover, of the Rock River Conference, and agent for 
the American Educational Society, was introduced to the Conference, and 
briefly presented the claims of the society. 

On motion of C. F'. Williams a committee was appointed to introduce a 
suitable resolution into the Conference regarding the work of this society, 

as follows: C. F. Williams, E. C. Brooks, I. O. Kemble.

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Certain papers regarding the condition and needs of the U. S. army and 
navy were passed to the committee on the State of the Country. 

The Stewards were instructed to draw upon the Treasurer of the Confer- 
ence Board of Trustees for the sum of |i6, interest due on Conference funds. 

The 13th Question was called and the following Traveling Deacons made 
their reports, were reported upon by the Committee of Examination, and 
were advanced to the rank of Deacons of the Second Class; C. W. Powel- 
son, P. C. Hogle, C. E. Corkhill, M. S. Stryker, E. E. Doud, D. D. Johnson, 
\V. C. Chew, and J. W. Fraker. 

George W. Cannom was continued a Deacon of the First-Class. 

A draft for thirty-seven and thirty-five one-hundredths dollars (I37 35), 
the proceeds of the sale of certain abandoned church property in the Lan- 
caster charge, Ottumwa District, was ordered to be turned over to the Treas- 
urer of the (’onference Board of Trustees. 

The committee on Memoirs, through the chairman, T. E. Corkhill, 
reported the memoir of Joseph Gassner and Jane S. Robinson, which were 
read and adopted by the Conference. 

The Rev. Martimeus Nelson, the Superintendent of the Scandinavian 
work in Utah, was introduced, and made an interesting presentation of the 
condition of affairs in that country. A collection was taken to help in the 
Scandinavian work in Utah. The collection amounted to I133.50. 

J. C. Power, of Burlington, and George Haw and J. T. Hackworth, of 
Ottumwa, were added to the committee on the Observance of Sabbath to 
consider the memorial from the ist Church Quarterly Conference already 



referred to that committee. 

Dr. Bowman, of the DePaw University, made a brief address regarding 
the Theological department of that institution. 

The 3rd Question was called and the following Probationers had their 
characters passed c-.nd those in charge reported their collections, and were 
continued on tri"’: C. N. Curtis, John E. Newsome, Isaac B. Schreckengast, 

E. A. Robinsoi, \V. C. Vanschoiack, C. \V. Wilson, J. R. Payne, Herman 
N. Smith, John S. Caughlin, Matt. S. Hughes. 

Richard Breeden not being able to attend the Conference on account of 
sickness in his family, was continued on trial as a member of the class of 
the First year. 

The 14th Question was called and W. N. Potter was favorably reported 
upon by the committee and was elected Elder and discharged from further 
attendance upon the course of study. 

The 33d Question was called. Invitations were received from Grinnell, 
Muscatine, Fairfield, First (’hurch Ottumwa, and Bluff Park, and Grinnell 
was chosen as the place for holding the next session of the Conference. 







The 2oth Question was called and J. P. Wagner, an effective Elder, 
reported his collections and had his character passed. 



The Bishop was requested to transfer W. P. Ferguson, Professor in the 
Iowa Wesleyan University, and a member of the Central Illinois Confer- 
ence, to this Conference, if agreeable to him. 

On motion of G. N. Power, applicants for admission to the Conference 
from other churches were directed to make their application through the 
Special committee on the Admission of Candidates into Full Connection. 

The Conference was adjourned by expii^tion of time. L. D. Johnson 
was appointed to conduct the devotional exercises at the opening of the 
morning session. The Doxology was sung, and the Conference was dis- 
. missed with the Benediction by the Bishop.

FOURTH DAY.

BURI.INGTON, Iowa, September 7, 1889. 

The Conference met at the appointed hour. Bishop Warren in the chair. 
The devotional exercises were conducted by L. D.' Johnson. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

The Bishop announced the transfer to this Conference of Willie P. Fer- 
guson, from the Central Illinois Conference. 

Regarding the cemetery property in Union towmship, Des Moines 
county, which had been abandoned, the Conference Trustees were instructed 
to transfer all our rights and title thereto to the trustees of that township. 

On motion of C. L. Stafford J. W. C. Coxe was added to the committee 
on the Order of Deaconnesses. 

C. F. Williams, from the committee on that subject, presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions regarding the American Educational Society, and the 
resolutions were adopted. (See resolutions.) 

Dr. Fry, of the Central Christian advocate, w’as introduced to the Con- 
ference. 

The annual report of the Secretary of the Board of Trustees of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University was presented by the secretary, J. E. Corley, and was 
adopted. 

The report of the committee on Education was presented by D. Murphy 
and adopted. 

The report of the visitors to the Iowa Wesleyan University was read and 
adopted. 

On motion] of I. P. Teter, M. Simpson and T. L. Waite were added to 
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the committee to procure reduced rates on the railroads for visitors to this 
Conference. 

T. B. Hughes, I. P. Teter and^C. F. Craver were appointed to secure 
reduced rates on the railroads to the next Conference. 

The report of the committee on the Bible Cause was read and adopted. 

The loth Question was called, and the following persons were intro- 
duced, favorably reported upon by the examining committee, and were 
elected to Deacon’s Orders: James R. Payne, recommended by the Keokuk ^ 
District Conference; Felix H. Pickworth, recommended by the Oskaloosa 
District Conference, and J. C. Caughlin, recommended by the Quarterly 
Conference of the Martinsburg circuit. 

The 1 6th Question was called, but there were no candidates for Local 
Elder’s Orders. 

C. W. Shepherd made his report as Conference Treasurer, and the report 
was adopted. 

The 5th Question was called, and the following brethren, probationers of 
the Conference, had their characters passed, and presented themselves at 
the bar of the Conference for admission into full connection: Thomas S. 
Pool, Morris J. Pusey, Peter J. Hennes, William H. Jones, Walter S. Mair 
and John W. Potter. 

The Bishop read a portion of Scripture from Jonah, 3 ch. The congrega- 
tion joined in singing the 215th hymn from the Epworth Hymnal, and T. J. 
Myers led in prayer The Bishop addressed the class as to the duties and 
responsibilities attached to the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal church. 
The candidates gave satisfactory responses to the Disciplinery Questions, 
were favorably reported upon, and were admitted into full connection in the 
Conference. T. S. Pool has been already ordained. The rest of the class 
were elected to Deacon’s Orders. Edwin H. Hughes, who is attending 
school, was contimi*. 1 on trial. 

A telegram ^^''s received from Brother R. Breeden conveying the intelli- 
gence of the de -th of his child, and on motion of J. W. McDonald, H. C. 
Millice, John 1 otter and E. A. Robinson were appointed to draft resolu- 
tions of sympathy. 

The Revs. Dr. Salter, of the Congregational church, of this city, 
McClintock, of the Presbyterian church, of this city, and Rev. Swan, of the 
United Presbyterian church, were introduced to the Conference. 

The committee to secure reduced rates for the return of visitors troni 
the Conference reported that no such arrangement could be made. 

The Conference was adjourned by expiration of time. The Doxology 
was sung, after which the Conference was dismissed w’ith the Benediction by 
the Bishop.

MEMOIRS, 



JOSEPH GASSNER. 

The subject of this memoir was born in Carlisle, Pennsylvania, Sept. 
27th, 1811, of German parentage. In 1826 Brother Gassner was first awak- 
ene'l, under the preaching of Dr. Smith. On the 8th of August, 1829, he 
was happily converted, under the ministry of the Rev. Samuel Clark, at 
Leesburg, Loudoun Co., Virginia. In 1836 he was recommended to the Ohio 
Conference, by the Quarterly Conference of Brainbridge circuit, J. B. Finley, 
P. E., and Rev’ds Jenny and Morrow', pastors. He was appointed in 1836-7 
to Springfield, Ohio, Conference, as junior preacher, Michael Marley, D. D., 
preacher in charge, and R. O. Spencer, P. E. This circuit had 22 appoint- 
ments. In 1837-8 he was sent to Belpree circuit, with James D. Webb, 
preacher in charge, and Samuel Hamilton, P. E. In 1838-9 he was appointed 
to his third circuit as preacher in charge, the place being Logan court house. 
West Virginia. Madison Mandsley w'as his colleague. This circuit was 375 
miles in extent, and it required 42 days to travel around it. 

In those early days there were only three grist mills within the bounds 
of the circuit, and corn was pounded in a mortar. * Bears, panthers and deer 
abounded, and all rivers had to be forded In 1839-40 he was appointed to 
Germantown circuit, as junior pastor, with Geo. W. Maleyas senior preacher 
and Geo. W. Walker, P. E. He was appointed in 1840-1 to Bethel circuit; 
in 1841-2 to Madison circuit; in 1842-3 to New Haven circuit; in 1843-4 to 
Richmond circuit; in 1844-6 re-appointed to Bethel circuit; in 1848-50 to 
Germantown again; in 1850-2 to Clinton and York St., Cincinnati; in 1852-4 
to Sharon ville. In the autumn of 1854 he w'as transferred to the Iowa Con- 
ference, and stationed at Old Zion, Burlington. In 1855-7 he was at Fair- 
field; in 1857-8 at Brookville; in 1858-9 at Keosauqua; in 1859-60 at Farming- 
ton; in 186^2 at Birmingham, with Dr. Leroy M. Vernon as junior preacher; 
in 1862-4 at Crawfords\'ille; in 1864-6 at Marshall; in 1866-8 at Richmond; 
in 1868-70 at Lexington; in 1870-1 at Sweetland Centre; in 1871-2 at High 
Prairie; in 1872-3 at Grandview. 

In the fall of 1873 his health failed, and he asked for a supernumerary 
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relation without appointment, which was granted. He then moved to Mt. 
Pleasant. , 

In 1875 he was made effective and was stationed at Harmony church, 
Fairfield; in 1876-7 at Richw'oods; in 1877-8 at Lebanon; in 1878-9 at Fairfield 
circuit. In 1879 his relation was changed from that of effective to super- 
numerary. He requested to be placed upon the superannuated list in 1880, 
and sustained this relation, until he was called from labor to reward. 

Brother Gassner in the year 1840 was married to Miss Harriett Housel, of 
Winchester, Ohio, who several years before his decease, passed to the better 
land. To file children born of this union, they gave the best educational ^ 
advantages of the Iowa Wesleyan University, and other schools, which fitted 
them for the places which they w^ere afterwards to fill. His eldest daughter 
is the wife of Rev. D. Murphy, of this Conference. The second, Mrs. Rev. 
Dr. Graver, has been for many years a missionary in Mexico. The third 
daughter, Mrs. Dr. W. W. Torrence, w^ent to Persia wdth her husband under 
the auspices of the Presbyterian Board of Missions. The youngest, Mrs. 
Dr. Gardner, now resides in Wellman, Iowa. His eldest son, W. F. Gass- 
ner, sustains an official relation to the M. E. Church in Red Oak, Iowa, 
while the second son, Rev George S. Gassner, is superintendent of a church 
school in St. Johnland, New' York, and Rector of the Episcopal church. 

!. While he did not have the training of the schools for himself, in the 

early days, of the planting and training of the church in the west, yet this 
lack was, in a great measure, supplied by a wide acquaintance with theolog- 
ical and general literature Brother Gassner was a very acceptable preacher, 

and a good pastor. His ministry w'as almost invariably blessed with revivals. 
He was faithful in attending to all the details of his w'ork, as his statistical 
and benevolent reports will show. 

He was for many years a Trustee of the Iowa Wesleyan University, dur- 
ing which period he gave largely of his small means to its support. His 
spirit was pure, devout, childlike and transparent, having at the same time 
the general typing of that heroic age which produced the Finleys and ( 'art- 
wrights, and which laid the foundation in the west, of that splendid church, 
which has done so much for our land and our ow'ii age. He was an oniniver- 
ous reader, and bought many of the new' books, w'hich enabled him to keep 
V abreast with the thought of the age. He retained his physical and intel- 

1 lectual powers until the last. He died at the home of his son, W. F. Gass- 

ner, in Red Oak. low'a, March 26th, 1889, in the 77th year of his age. He 
had no special disease. His physical powers were w'orn out, and the “w'earj' 
wheels of life stov? still.” Such Scriptures as the 14th and 15th of John, 
and the 8th of Romans, and the hymns, ‘‘Rock of Ages,” and ‘‘Nearer My 
God to Thee,” ave him great s6lace and holy triumph when in pain. He 
would often si..g amid the feebleness of dissoh'ing nature,- 

“Must I be carried to the skies 

; '■ On flowery beds of ease?” 

He had perfect submission and was often transported with ecstasy w'hen 
his favorite hymns were sung. He peacefully fell asleep. 

Appropriate funeral services were held in the ist M. E. Church, Mt. 
Pleasant. T. E. Corkhill preached the sermon. Several of the brethren 
j gave fitting tributes to his memory, among whom, was Rev. O. C Shelton, 

his Conference classmate. His mortal remains aw'ait the resurrection of the 
{ just in the family burying ground in Forest Home cemetery, Mt. Pleasant, 

i Iowa.

Jane Taylor Robinson was born July 15th, 1825, near Duck Creek, Fay- 
ette county, Ind., and died July 15th, 1889, on lier sixtv.-sixth birthday, in 
Kahoka, Mo. Her family were respected members of the society of Friends. 
She was converted and joined the M. E. Church, August 23d, 1841. She 
married Rev. R. S. Robinson, at Cambridge, Ind., in 1842 Bro. Robinson 
was a member of the Indiana Conference at that time, and remained an 
honored and useful member of that Conference until 1854, when he was 
transferred to the low’a Conference, of which he was also a worthy member 
until “he was not, for God took him.” Bro. Robinson’s work was largely 
pioneer work, calling for earnest toil, much self-denial, and poor pay. 
Everything was in a formative state when he came to Iowa, and he soon 
had exhausted his little all in aiding the struggling enterprises of the church 
and education. 

Sister Robinson was alw^ays a help-meet indeed to her husband. She 
bore uncomplainingly the toil and sacrifices incident to her lot, and aided 
cheerfully in the work of the ministry. She was the mother of ten children, 
nine of whom survive her. She ruled her household well and her children 
rise up and call her blessed. She loved her Savior, and w'hile she was not 
demonstrative in her religious experience, yet she knew in whom she 
believed and she bore unmoved the ills of life, and awaited patiently the 
dawning of a better day. Her end was peace. She rests from her labors.

OBSERVANCE OF THE SABBATH. 

Your committee on observance of the Sabbath respectfully submit the 
following report: 

Whereas, Sabbath desecration is not only seriously detrimental to 
Christianity, but when it becomes widespread with but little attempt on the 
part of civil authorities to check it, it becomes a National peril It is, there- 
fore, both a religious and patriotic duty on the part of every citizen to dis- 
countenance the same. 

Whereas, There is reason for the gravest apprehension as to the result 
of the growth of this evil in many directions, and particularly as to Sunday 
games, and the disregard of the law in relation to the carrying on of the 
business of the country, and the operations of railroads on the Sabbath, 
which are beginning to be looked upon with a toleration akin to approval, 
and 

Whereas, It is believed that no adequate remedy for tlie suppression 
of some of these evils can be found in the present law', and the penalties 
which the statute imposes for the violation of the existing Sunday laws, 
particularly in relation to buying and selling and the operation of the rail- 
way trains on the Sabbath, and sporting, is entirely inadequate to prevent 
such violations, and there exists a great necessit}' for increased public inter- 
est on these questions, therefore 

Resolved, That we recommend to the Conference that within each 
charge there shall be organized a society for the purpose of creating a public 
sentiment that will secure such legislation by the General Assembly at its 
next session as will effectually suppress these evils, and that the churches of 
other denominations within the bounds of each charge be invited to co-oper- 
ate in this movement. 

We further recommend that the Secretaries of the Conference be 
instructed to correspond with the ofiicers of other Conferences within the 
bounds of the State with a view of securing their co-operation, and the 
organization in each of the charges in such Conferences for the same pur- 
pose and in the same manner as is proposed for this Conference. 

We further recommend the appointment of a committee of tw’o from this 
Conference, consisting of one minister and one layman, to co-operate \vith 
similar committees which the other Conferences in the State shall be 
requested to appoint, to meet at Des Moines next winter during the session 
of the General Assembly, for the purpose of obtaining the enactment of the 
necessary laws to accomplish the end sought to be attained, and that the 
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Other denominations in the State be requested to appoint similar committees 
to meet at Des Moines at the same time and for the same purpose. 



We desire to express our hearty approval of the efforts that are being 
made in many of the larger cities of the country to enforce Sabbath laws, 
and also the movement of those railroads and other corporations that by 
their actions are indicating their willingness to observe such laws.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE- 

ist. — As a Conference we take no backward step in the position taken 
and maintained in former years on the question of total abstinence and legal 
prohibition. 

2d. — Since the success of the saloon element in Pennsylvania and other 
States, their cry has been “On to Iowa,” hence we need to exercise great 
vigilance lest the tide be turned against us and the prohibitory law be 
repealed. 

3d. — As this is the fall for electing our legislature we see the necessity of 
voting for only those men who are personally in sympathy with the prohibi- 
tory laws, and pledged to their continued support. 

4th. — We discountenance the disloyalty manifested in many places by 
those who smuggle forbidden liquors through secret avenues for their own 
use, or to sell, or give away, but especially do we condemn the open rebel- 
lion existing in some of the river towns, and we respectfullj’^ ask that the 
State authorities exercise the powder vested in them and see to it that every 
saloon is closed in the commonwealth of Iowa.
